Faith (which ſuppoſes a Revelation re- 
ceived and acknowledged) challenges the 
higheſt Place; and Reaſon ought to keep | 
her Diſtance, to ſerve and follow after, not 
to ſet Bounds to, or aſſume, and encroach, ; 
and uſurp over the other. For, 


IX, Faith and Charity are the two Pil- 


lars, | 
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lars, upon which Chriſtianity ſtands; the 
two governing Principles of a good Man's 
Opinions and Actions. And their Authority 
and Influence are, in no one Inſtance, more 
conſiderable, than in this of the Bleſſed 
Sacrament. God is infinite and eternal, his 
Power unbounded, and incomprehenſible.
